Nigel’s signing 

coming of age 



WHEN Nigel Adkins signed 
Jay Rodriguez last summer, 
he would have been hoping 
the striker would help to keep 
him in the Premier League. 

Instead, by a rather cruel twist 
of fate, the Saints forward has 
ended up pushing his old boss to 
the very brink of the 
Championship. 

On the day of the Grand 
National, it was fitting that 
Rodriguez produced a thorough¬ 
bred performance to lead his 
team to victory at the Madejski 
Stadium. 

It was a result that surely extin¬ 
guished any faint lingering con¬ 
cern that Saints could be under 
threat of relegation, while almost 
certainly condemning their oppo¬ 
nents to the drop. 

The club’s supporters will have 
no qualms seeing the Royals 
depart from the top flight. 

But they will take little pleasure 
at watching their former boss, 
Adkins, go with them. 

“Nigel Adkins, he’s too good for 
you” was the mocking chant 
directed at the Reading fans as 
this game wound down. 

Yet, while Adkins had been the 
centre of attention for much of 
this occasion, the spotlight right¬ 
ly ended up shining on Rodriguez. 

Signed from Burnley for £7m, in 
what was then a club-record 
transfer, the forward’s price tag 
is looking more and more like a 
bargain. 

Rodriguez terrorised the 
Reading defence, galloping past 
them on countless occasions, 
while scoring the first and setting 
up the second. 

Only the crossbar and a good 
Adam Federici save stopped him 
from adding to his tally. 

It was the latest in a string of 
magnificent displays from the 
forward, who is thriving under 
the reign of Mauricio Pochettino. 

So good was he here that a small 
part of Adkins may have wished 
he never pursued him during his 
time as Saints manager. 

Rodriguez ensured what could 
have been a memorable day for 
Adkins ended up simply being 
miserable. 

It had started nicely for the for¬ 
mer St Mary’s boss, though. 

There was a rousing reception 
for Adkins as he emerged from 
the tunnel before the match, with 
both the Reading and the Saints 


fans affording him a standing 
ovation. 

“It’s ironic that my first home 
game as manager of Reading 
Football Club is against my for¬ 
mer club Southampton, a club 
that will always have a place in 
my heart,” he had written in his 
programme notes. 

The response of the 2,216 visit¬ 
ing fans to his appearance will no 
doubt have touched him. 

Adkins then greeted the Saints 
backroom staff on the touchline 
before kick-off, starting with his 
former fitness coach, Nick 
Harvey, before he shared a warm 
handshake and a friendly 
exchange of words with 
Pochettino. 

The travelling fans paid one last 
tribute to their former boss 15 
minutes into the game, with a 
chant of “There’s only one Nigel 
Adkins”. 


It was a classy touch. 

The Saints following then fol¬ 
lowed it up immediately with a 
cry of “There’s only one 
Pochettino”. 

The current boss would have 
been in little doubt about how 
much support he has already gar¬ 
nered among the supporters, but 
this would also have been a pleas¬ 
ant reminder. 

Pochettino further strength¬ 
ened his standing with a tactical 
move that proved decisive in the 
game. 

Rodriguez, who had started on 
the left of the attacking midfield 
three, was moved into the centre 
midway through the opening 
half, and with that switch so the 
game swung completely in Saints’ 
favour. 

Rodriguez started to find acres 
of space between the Royals mid- 
field and back four, and he 


exploited it magnificently. 

A one-two with Rickie Lambert 
created the opener, with 
Rodriguez showing greater brav¬ 
ery than Reading keeper Adam 
Federici as he slid in to force the 
ball past him. 

He then capped his man-of-the- 
match performance by releasing 
Adam Lallana to score his 50th 
Saints goal late-on. 

The second half was a confident, 
assured display from the visitors, 
as they continued their march 
towards safety. 

As the Saints players left the 
pitch at the final whistle, they 
were greeted by former assistant 
Andy Crosby, now with Adkins at 
Reading. 

He shook each of their hands 
and gave them all a pat on the 
back as he sent them on their way 
into what looks like a very bright 
future. 


MATT Ritchie netted twice as Cherries came 
from behind to further enhance their promo¬ 
tion claims with a deserved victory over 
Notts County today. 

Ritchie struck with a fierce left-foot drive 
after 17 minutes to cancel out Jeff Hughes’s 
headed opener for the Magpies. 

And, after Brett Pitman had scored for the 
sixth game in succession to make it 2-1 mid¬ 
way through the first half, Ritchie put the fin¬ 
ishing touches to a sixth win on the trot five 
minutes from time. 

Victory saw Cherries open a five-point gap 
in second place with promotion rivals 
Brentford and Sheffield United both held to 
draws. 

Cherries made a disastrous start when 
some ponderous defending allowed County 
to take the lead after just 96 seconds. 

Howe’s men were caught cold when Jeff 
Hughes rose to meet a cross from Joss 
Labadie, his header finding the back of the 
net despite the best efforts of Ryan Allsop. 

As Cherries went in search of a quick 
response, a Simon Francis effort was 
scooped up by 
County goal¬ 
keeper Bartosz 
Bialkowski 
before Brett 
Pitman fired a 
left-foot shot 
just past the 
post. 

Bialkowski 
also had to be 
on his toes to 
tip Ritchie’s 
stinging volley 
over the cross¬ 
bar, although 
the Pole was 
powerless to 
prevent the 
former 

Swindon man 
levelling on 17 
minutes. 

Ritchie’s 
arrow-like fin¬ 
ish from just 
inside the 18-yard box came after Charlie 
Daniels’s cross from the left had found him 
in space, with Marc Pugh instrumental dur¬ 
ing the build-up. 

Pitman fired Cherries ahead with a rasping 
drive after 26 minutes, the striker netting for 
the sixth game in succession following an 
assist from Tubbs. 

Although County were convinced Tubbs 
had handled in the lead up to the goal, refer¬ 
ee David Phillips was having none of it and 
Pitman’s 16th goal of the season stood. 

The Magpies were reduced to 10 men on 
the stroke of half-time when Andre Boucaud, 
booked earlier for a foul, received a second 
yellow card for persistent misconduct. 

Alan Sheehan struck a free-kick straight at 
the defensive wall before Allsop pulled off a 
top-drawer save to parry a second free-kick 
from Labadie. 

A patient build up ended with Bialkowski 
pushing wide Arter’s snapshot before 
Cherries’ appeals for a penalty fell on deaf 
ears after Tubbs had gone to ground under 
a Jamal Campbell-Ryce challenge. 

Cherries were finally rewarded for their 
attacking exploits when Ritchie made it 3-1 
with five minutes remaining. The winger fin¬ 
ished low into the bottom corner after Lewis 
Grabban had teed him up. 
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BY the time you read this Saints 
will either have taken another big 
step towards safety or the media 
will have what it wants and 
Reading and Nigel Adkins will have 
taken three massive points from 
his former club. 

The tabloid press will no doubt be 
cranking up the tension and feeding off 
the first meeting of Adkins and Saints 
after his dismissal. 

You couldn’t ask for a more dramatic 
face-off between the old and the new, the 
right and the wronged. 

No doubt Saints will be up first on 
Match Of The Day as the media long for 
a Reading win to fill up their column 
space. 

If there’s any justice, Nigel Adkins will 
get a round of applause before the game, 
90 minutes of being ignored followed by 
a verse of “one Nigel Adkins” once 
Saints have won the game. 

This is probably one of the most impor¬ 
tant games of 2013. 

Win this and there’s every chance that 
one relegation berth is resolved and 
Saints can start to think about pushing 
for a top ten place. 

Lose it, and we’re back to looking over 
our shoulder. 

The most interesting point here is how 
quickly opinions have changed since 
Mauricio Pochettino proved to be an 
astute appointment. 

There can be little argument that 
Pochettino is a step forward for Saints. 

Just as Adkins was from Pardew. 

His success has really spoilt the feed¬ 
ing frenzy that surrounded Adkins’ 
sacking. 

How many so called ‘experts’ were 
calling for Saints to go down in sympa¬ 
thy for the new Reading manager? 

What say they now? 

The real point of interest in this game

comes not from Adkins vs Pochettino 
but Cortese vs Zingarevich. 

Much was made of Adkins’ dismissal, 
how unfair it was and how brutal and 
callous it was to sack the man who 
brought the club two successive promo¬ 
tions. 

How heartless was it that Pochettino 
was waiting in the wings to take the pop¬ 
ular Saints man’s job? 

Heartless to some, but it appeared that 
McDermott’s dismissal snuck under the 
radar. 

Equally brutal, but tinged with shades 
of incompetence as Reading had no one 
in mind to take over. 

As a football fan wouldn’t you want 
your cub to dismiss someone and actual¬ 
ly have a plan B? 

Both Reading and Sunderland have 
dropped major clangers in getting rid of 
their managers at completely the wrong 
time. 

Sunderland’s decision especially beg¬ 
gars belief. 

To sack your manager in late March is 
just stunningly incompetent. 

Forget Di Canio’s political leanings, 
who in their right frame of mind would 
sack Martin O’Neil and put a League 
One manager in his place? 

You can’t help but think that this 
weekend could see two relegation places 
sorted. 

If nothing else, a win away at Reading 
would do one thing, stick two fingers up 
at Mark Lawrenson who has predicted a 
Saints defeat for the, wait for it, 15th 
time in a row this season. His prediction 


of a 2-1 defeat to Reading makes amazing 
reading. 

“Saints got a big win against Chelsea 
last week and they now have a few 
teams - and a few points - between them 
and the bottom three. They are strong 
going forward, which is why I always 
fancied they would be OK.” 

So let me get this straight, Lawro? 

You’ve predicted Saints to lose 15 times 
in a row but always fancied we’d be 
okay? Am I alone in thinking that 
makes no sense whatsoever? 

Lawrenson is one of those annoying so 
called experts who seem to have an 
amazing knack of not getting anything 
right. 

His predictions have acquired that 
comedy value that if he actually predict¬ 
ed we’d win, I’d be worried. 

This week he’s up against singer Oily 
Murs, who’s gone for a bold 3-3 draw 
which I can actually see as more likely 
than Lawrenson’s predictable predic¬ 
tion.

THE managerial merry go round just keeps on 
spinning with the sacking of Martin O’Neill 
and Sunderland’s controversial appointment 
of Paolo di Canio the season’s latest change. 

This is a results business after all and if you don’t 
get the required points you get relieved of your 
duties. 

That’s the nature of the beast. Some owners have 
been accused of being a bit trigger happy but that 
wasn’t the case at the Stadium of Light. 

Let’s look at managerial comings-and-goings to 
determine whether change has been for the better. 

Starting closer to home, Southampton’s choice to 
replace Nigel Adkins with Mauricio Pochettino now 
seems an inspired choice. 

Many were left baffled after Adkins’ dismissal fol¬ 
lowing a 2-2 draw at Chelsea. But the way the team 
has performed under the Argentine has proved 
some doubters wrong. 

Hopefully he can keep Saints in the Premier 
League. They’re not quite safe but after the excel¬ 
lent results at home to Liverpool and last week 
against Chelsea, another two wins should secure 
top-flight football for another term. Most manageri¬ 
al casualties are towards the foot of table but 
Chelseas’s dismissal of Roberto Di Matteo came as 
no shock to those who follow the west London club. 

Roman Abramovich saw fit to dismiss the Italian 
following the failure to defend the Champions 
League title won in May. 

To say that decision angered the Stamford Bridge 
faithful is an understatement, but it was the 
appointment of Rafa Benitez that really enraged 
the fans. 

Where Chelsea might have been had they kept 
the affable Italian is pure speculation but 
Benitez’s focus on delivering in the cups 
to boost his resume might yet leave 
them with the possibility of missing 
out on Champions League football j 
next season. A 

Following QPR’s summer 
spending spree it is fair to 
say Tony Fernandes 
expected results for his 
substantial outlay. 

However, following an 
abysmal start to the season 
QPR’s owner saw fit to 
change things around, sack¬ 
ing Mark Hughes and replac¬ 
ing him with Harry Redknapp. 

Redknapp is well known on 
south coast, and in a not-too-flat- 
tering light, but his record at Spurs 
was a good enough reason for QPR to 
believe he was the right man for the 
job. 

It hasn’t worked out as planned and,

Road isn’t much better than when ‘Harry Houdini’ 
took over. 

With the trapdoor opening below them, this is one 
risk that doesn’t seem to have paid off. 

Fellow strugglers Reading pulled the plug on 
Brian McDermott’s reign just 33 days after he won 
manager of the month. 

Four consecutive defeats were enough for the 
club’s owners to decide on a change. But their 
appointment of Adkins came as a surprise and 
seems to be a contingency plan for their expected 
relegation. 

While Adkins does have an undoubted ability to 
get teams promoted, as we know well, McDermott 
did win the Championship with Reading and per¬ 
haps should have been granted the opportunity to 
do so once again. 

There have been murmurings he had money to 
spend in January and chose not to. 

This may be an underlying reason for his depar¬ 
ture. Finally, we get to the drama played out at the 
Stadium of Light this week, where O’Neill was 
sacked for the first time in his career. 

A boyhood Sunderland fan, the Northern 
Irishman seemed a perfect fit for the club, but for 
whatever reason things failed to work out, as they 
so often do in the north east. 

O’Neill’s replacement has caused quite 
a stir, something the Sunderland board 
would hope isn’t only the case in the 
stands but also on the training pitch and 
in the changing room.

X / He certainly faces an uphill task, 
X with Sunderland having arguably 
the toughest run-in of all the 
relegation-threatened clubs.

Football A bubble 


FOOTBALL and politics are an 
ugly combination - but they can 
and do mix and to assume oth¬ 
erwise seems simply arrogant. 

In today’s world of 24-hour rolling 
news, and incessant coverage of 
Premier League football, every 
cough and splutter from every club 
is disseminated. 

All the more when it features a 
controversial and charismatic 
character. 

To think otherwise is 
entirely naive. 

Sunderland 
have had 


such 
accusations 
levied their way 
after the appointment of Paolo Di 
Canio. 

Yes, it does show just how far 
things are skewed towards the 
Premier League that his arrival at 
Swindon was not greeted with any 
similarly significant hoopla, but 
they surely didn’t expect his past 
statements and actions to be 
ignored? 

Or had they not checked them out 
fully enough? 

From a distance we cannot say for 
sure whether they had done their 
homework or not, but what we can 
say is the reaction was pretty poor. 

It almost seemed to come as a sur¬ 
prise that many people would find 
the appointment of a man who has 
previously been quoted - misquot¬ 
ed, he says - of being a fascist to a 
position as a Premier League man¬ 
ager might be a little troubling. 

For Adam Rant, this is just anoth¬ 
er example of the football bubble. 

Many people within it operate in a 
most unusual way, and that can 
include fans as well. 

All good sense that people employ 
in their normal lives can often go 
out of the window when blind pas¬ 
sion because of sport gets involved. 

A famous former manager has 
said to me privately that fans would¬ 
n’t care if Hitler was chairman of 
their football club as long as the 
team is winning. 

Maybe that is pushing it to the 
extreme, but I get his gist. 

In the same way that sane self- 
made businessmen plough endless 
millions into football clubs and run 
up massive and unsustainable debts 
because of their blind passion, that 
normally polite and friendly fans 
feel it acceptable to abuse not just 
footballers but anybody vaguely 
connected with the game behind 
the safety of their keyboards and 
computer screen, so the furore 
surrounding this appointment 
should have been totally expect¬ 
ed. 

To claim Di Canio’s politics is in 
some way irrelevant to his 
appointment is bonkers. 

It might not technically affect 
how he can manage a football 
team, but his position is far more 
significant than merely some

backroom coach who leads a few 
lads on a jog round a training field 
and lays out a few bibs and cones. 

It is another example of the 
arrogance of the football bubble 
that the initial reaction from Di 
Canio and Sunderland seemed to 
be shock and horror that this 
should be allowed to cloud the 
waters of whether he can do his 
job or not. 

Di Canio has since come out and 
denied he is a fascist, despite pre¬ 
vious evidence to the contrary. 

You have to hope he’s telling the 
truth, because if he’s not then

that is even sadder because he 
can’t even stand up for what he 
believes in. 

If those were his beliefs then, as 
abhorrent as they may be to 
many, at least you could respect 
the fact he clarified what he 
believed in, and then he can be 
argued down. 

In this country we have a histo¬ 
ry and tradition of tolerating all 
kinds of political views and opin¬ 
ions. We are a democracy and we 
will hear from everybody, and 
then use our own good judgement 
and sense to filter what we believe 


to be right and proper. 

Italian fascism is not as simple 
as one set ideology, it does have 
strands, some less extreme than 
others, and perhaps we could 
have attempted to have under¬ 
stood. 

Di Canio has denied his backing 
for it, either telling the truth or 
cowardly trying to stem the 
media storm. 

Whatever, it is a clear message 
to football that it should never be 
complacent and arrogantly 
assume it can do whatever it 
wants entirely unquestioned.

GRAND National time 
seems to attract an ever 
more mixed bunch of opin¬ 
ions. 

In the build-up to the main 
event we had a horse die 
and, sadly, there may be 
more to follow in the race 
itself.

At least he had worked in 
La Liga, the same level as 
Saints find themselves, for 
over three years. 

Di Canio has had success at 
Swindon, for sure, but in the 
lower divisions. 

Will his own brand of man¬ 
agement work in the high 
pressure media frenzy world 
of the Premier League? 

We will soon find out, start¬ 
ing this Sunday at Stamford 
Bridge. 

Sunderland could find 
themselves in the relegation 
zone when they trot out to 
face Chelsea. 

The Premier League drop 
zone is no place for the faint¬ 
hearted - and, of all the accu¬ 
sations you could throw at Di 
Canio, he is not that. 

He could not be a bigger 
contrast to the man who last 
week was appointed boss of a 
top flight struggler, Nigel 
Adkins. 

Adkins, throughout his 
time at Saints, hardly ever 
spoke a controversial work. 

His press conferences at 
times were a masterclass in 
the mundane, the banal. 

But to Saints fans, that was 
beside the point. He could 
obviously speak to his play¬ 
ers better than he converse 


with the media, and that is 
what he was paid to do after 
all. 

You cannot imagine Adkins 
using the word ‘anarchist’ in 
a press conference.. 

You cannot imagine Adking 
saying the words ‘people 
think I am from Mars’. 

And hell would freeze over 
before Adkins told reporters 
that he wouldn’t be afraid to 
give his players ‘a kick up the 
bottom’ if needed. 


Di Canio said all three on 
being presented to the nation¬ 
al media this week 
“You have to know how to 
manage your players,” said 
the new Black Cats boss - the 
most headline grabbing 
appointment in the Premier 
League for years if the 
national media are to be 
believed. 

(Of course, there was never 
this much fuss about politics 
and fascim and Nazi salutes 


when di Canio was Swindon 
manager. They’re not 
Premier League, so they 
don’t count. Di Canio only 
becomes interesting when he 
joins a top flight club ...) 

“It is obvious you have dif¬ 
ferent egos in the Premier 
League, but you have to have 
strict rules, discipline, and 
work hard on the field during 
the week otherwise the prod¬ 
uct you deliver on Saturday 
is not good. 


“That won't change. It’s not 
just Paolo Di Canio’s opinion, 
all managers around the 
world think the same. 

“If everybody interprets the 
game wrong, because they do 
not train properly during the 
week or because there is no 
discipline, you have an anar¬ 
chists’ team. 

“And if there is anarchy 
maybe the players try to do 
the right thing, but doesn't 
work in the way it should.

group of young players who 
are full of enthusiasm to 
prove their quality. 

“We can now light the fire 
and let them play together 
with energy and quality.” 

Di Canio has identified con¬ 
fidence among the players as 
one issue he has to deal with, 
especially with only seven 
games remaining of the 
season - including a home 
game against Saints on the 
penultimate weekend of the 
season. 

“From the last two games I 
watched against Norwich 
and Manchester United it is 
clear that some players are 
not fully confident, probably 
because the last few results 
weren't good," he said. 

“But I am sure through my 
job and my staffs job we can 
help them to restore this 
belief and play as they used 
to play before. 

“Obviously it’s a hard job 
as we have only seven games 
but we are fully confident. 

“We have to think that on 
May 19 we are going to cele¬ 
brate because this club will 
still be in the Premier 
League.” 

Di Canio claimed that those 
who doubt his ability as a 
manager will have to eat 
their words. 

“It is obvious that in the 
past people have been scepti¬ 
cal because it was my first 
job as Swindon, League Two, 
League One, the mad Italian, 
he will fight his players, but 
at the end I won the league. 

“I am young, people say the 
same, I have no experience 
in the Premiership but I am 
not worried. 

“People sometimes think I 
am from Mars and am differ¬ 
ent from all the others, but 
it’s obvious it's a different sit¬ 
uation but I am good enough 
to deliver. 

“I will prove that I am a 
winning manager. 

“For the sceptical people 
they are going to say ‘we 
were wrong when we said 
Paolo di Canio is not ready’.” 

Big words indeed, and great 
stuff for the media. 

As a journalist and sub edi¬ 
tor, it would be great to have 
someone like Di Canio at 
Saints. 

Never a dull moment and 
all that! 

Fans, though, would no 
doubt prefer Adkins’ calm 
manner rather than Di 
Canio’s emotional outbursts, 
wearing his heart on his 
sleeve.

Foinaven: The Story of the 
Grand National’s Biggest Upset 
By David Owen

Given the furore the unexpected victo¬ 
ry caused at the time, it’s a wonder no- 
one has written a book about Foinaven, 
winner of the 1967 Grand National, 
although following the publication of 
David Owen’s engaging account, the 
wait has proved worthwhile. 

The National has always managed to 
produce unique sporting theatre, but 
few races in the modern era, including 
Red Rum’s famous third success, were 
quite as remarkable as Foinaven’s. 

Live sports broadcasts were extremely 
rare half a century ago and the country 
regularly ground to a halt in order to 
watch the race. 

Everyone wagered at least a shilling 
each-way and betting shops opened 
early to accommodate huge punter 
demand. 

Grand National Saturday was the only 
day of the year when respectable 
women went inside a bookies’ office. 

Peter O’Sullevan’s wonderfully calm 
and informed commentary contrasted 
perfectly with that of the excitable 
Irishman, Michael O’Hehir, to whom the 
honour of calling the incident that would 
make National history would fall. 

Prior to the race, three jockeys reject¬ 
ed the opportunity to ride Foinaven 
before a young John Buckingham was 
chosen as the 100/1 outsider’s mount. 

In truth, the blinkered Foinaven could 



have gone out at 500/1 and attracted lit¬ 
tle attention from backers, although 
those who did support him held their 
breath as the leading pack approached 
the 23rd fence. 

Just before the jump, the leading 
horse hesitated, stopped, then wan¬ 
dered sideways into the oncoming 
throng. 

Some fell immediately, others took off 
too soon and landed on the fence, while 
another group ploughed straight into it 
without attempting to jump. 

For a while, it looked as though no- 
one would get over the fence until a sole 
trailing horse at the very back, Foinaven, 
was able to side-step the mayhem and 
jump into racing history. 

O’Hehir’s commentary went up sever¬ 
al octaves as Buckingham pulled a few 
hundred yards clear, sufficient to even¬ 
tually win by a distance, even though, 
quite legitimately, some riders re-mount¬ 
ed and attempted to chase Foinaven 
down. 

David Owen has written a comprehen¬ 
sive account of the National’s most 
unexpected winner, a combination of 
sporting and social history which could 
be an early contender for this year’s 
sports book of the year.

NON-LEAGUE REPORT: 


SUPER Sub Adam Watkins 
struck again as promotion 
hungry Eastleigh racked-up 
their third straight win at the 
Silverlake Stadium this after¬ 
noon beating AFC Hornchurch 
1 - 0 . 

The Spitfires left it late but 
Watkins 83rd minute strike was 
enough to clinch them a mammoth 
win as the hunt for a Blue Square 
Bet South play-off continues. 

Hornchurch forced the first cor¬ 
ner on a sunny but cold and blus¬ 
tery afternoon, but Chris Bourne 
was well off-target as the ball came 
out to him on the edge of the area. 

Apart from some neat foot work 
from Chris Zebroski and a Michael 
Green free-kick that went straight 
to keeper Joe Woolley, Eastleigh 
offered little early on. 

The first incident of note was 
when Mitchell Nelson kicked the 
ball away after being unable to 
control a wayward Zebroski pass 
and was booked by referee Dave 
Woolford. 

Despite some intricate passing, 
the final ball eluded Eastleigh until 
the 14th minute when Damian 
Scanned delivered a decent cross 
from the right. 

Zebroski held off his marker and 
had a firm shot blocked by Wolley 
before Urchins’ skipper Elliot 
Styles saw the ball behind for a 
corner. 

Eastleigh forced a couple more 
corners as they fleeting found their 
rhythme, but they were having to 
work hard to make any headway 
against a well manned visiting 
defence. 

Hornchurch’s frontmen were 
seeing less and less of the ball and 
when Lewis Smith did create some 
space on the left of the area his 
shot was hopelessly off target. 

On 25 minutes referee Woolford 
incensed Eastleigh by not only 
ignoring their penalty claims 
when Jai Reason looked to be bun¬ 
dled over inside the area, but book¬ 
ing Reason for diving.

Zebroski. With Eastleigh’s frustra¬ 
tion getting the better of them, 
skipper Glen Southam’s misplaced 
pass invited Bourne to burst down 
the left. But, having got the better 
of Nelson his low cross was capa¬ 
bly dealth with by home keeper 
Ross Flitney. 

As Hornchurch broke again, the 
lively Smith laid the ball back to 
Joey May on the edge of the box, 
but his weak shot drifted harm¬ 
lessly wide. 

On 35 minutes Reason forced a 
corner and as Zebroski rose to 
meet his inswinging delivery 
Hornchurch had to scramble the 
ball away from crowded six-yard 
area. 

The visitors broke quickly and 
Smith unleashed a decent a shot 
which only narrowly cleared the 
bar. 

Eastleigh responded with a 
snatched shot over by Southam 
and a Zebroski effort which went 


wide of Woolley’s left-hand post. 

Two minutes after the restart 
Zebroski was unlucky when his 
header from Scannell’s deep deliv¬ 
ery from the right bounced off the 
top of the bar and over. 

And it wasn’t long before the ex- 
Cheltenham markman went close 
again when, with the keeper off his 
line, he wasn’t far away from loft¬ 
ing the ball into the far top corner. 

But Hornchurch threatened 
between times when Smith flashed 
a superb ball across the face of goal 
which marginally eluded Bourne 
at the far post. 

Eastleigh knocked the ball 
around patiently but lacked pene¬ 
tration until, with 68 minutes gone 
Scannell found Nelson whose 
thunderous low ball into the area 
was turned away for a corner at 
the far post. 

Scannell and Zebroski set up a 
chance for Dale Binns on the left of 
the area, but his angled strike was 


too high. 

On 75 minutes Hill withdrew 
Binns and threw on Luton loanee 
Adam Watkins, who had struck 
twice as a Good Friday sub at 
Basingstoke. 

Chris Todd fired over following a 
Southam corner and, with the 
Spitfires now encamped in the 
Hornchurch half, the Visitors’ 
defences were finally broken in the 
83rd minute by that man Watkins. 

Nelson played the ball across 
from the right and there was 
Watkins to bury a sweet left-foot 
strike from just outside the area.

Welcoming the ex-Millwall midfielder 
to Gander Green Lane, Doswell said: 
“AN was one we had targeted for the 
summer, but when he was made avail¬ 
able earlier we decided it was too 
good an opportunity to miss. 

“He wanted to get back to morning 
training and, if he does well with us, 
there’s always the chance of him 
going back to the Football League.” 

ALTON GET CHEWINS 

FORMER Aldershot, Basingstoke and 
Havant & Waterlooville full-back Jason 
Chewins has registered for 
Sydenhams Premier club Alton Town. 

Chewins, 42, spent ten years with 
the Shots, making a record-setting 
488 appearance before bowing out 
when the then Conference outfit went 
full-time in 2004. 

He signed for Havant the following 
season, making 43 appearances for 
Hawks and finishing second in the 
supporters’ player-of-the-season 
awards. The popular left-back previ¬ 
ously signed for Alton in 2007. 



AFC TOTTON have admitted they 
have serious financial prob¬ 
lems. 

But chairman Paul Wallace is 
hopeful a solution will be found that 
will not only stop the current rot 
but push the club onwards and 
upwards into the Blue Square Bet 
South. 

Currently run as a members’ club, 
Totton are in discussions with 
potential outside investors “with a 
view to moving the club forward”. 

Wallace was not in a position to 
divulge details this week but hinted 
that more would become clear after 
Wednesday’s special general meet¬ 
ing of members in the Testwood 
Stadium’s Monarch Suite. 

Asked if the club’s current finan¬ 
cial plight could force them to sur¬ 
render their Southern League 
Premier Division status, Wallace 
said: “Potentially, but hopefully not 
with what we’re looking to put into 
place. 

“We’re speaking to potential out¬ 
side investors and, if it comes to 
fruition, we will be pushing serious¬ 
ly for promotion and will be joining 
Eastleigh as a major player in this 
area. 

“We are now in a position where 
we can fully predict our financial 
costings and we know the club is 
not sustainable at its current level 
of income. But we’ve had talks with 
potential investors about changing 
the way the club is run.” 

Wallace took over as Totton chair¬ 
man on a caretaker basis in March 
last year before the role was made 
permanent in September. 

During that time it has hit home 
that one of Totton’s biggest finan¬ 
cial burdens is the increased run¬ 


ning costs at their new Testwood 
Stadium home - which they moved 
into just over two years ago - com¬ 
pared to their old Testwood Park 
ground. 

“The move to the new stadium has 
brought with it additional cost. 
This, coupled with the current wage 
bill, is a burden that has been build¬ 
ing for some time and was masked 
somewhat by last year’s FA Cup 
run,” said Wallace in an official 
statement issued this week. 

“Postponement of games plus lack 
of major sponsorship has severely 
impacted on cash flow this season 


and highlighted an unsustainable 
financial impact, which has meant 
squad wages have been delayed.” 

Wallace would not comment on 
rumours that Totton’s players have 
not been paid for 12 weeks. 

And he was similarly tight-lipped 
on talk of the players going on 
strike ahead of Easter Monday’s 
magnificent 3-2 home win over 
Gosport Borough. 

But in these days of Facebook and 
Twitter, when nothing stays secret 
for long, he has nothing but admira¬ 
tion for the way manager Steve 
Riley, his assistant Chris Ferrett 


and the playing squad have dealt 
with the situation. 

“There are wage arrears, but the 
players and management have been 
very flexible and supportive of the 
committee,” he said. “It’s put a lot of 
strain on Steve and Chris but they 
and the playing squad have been 
exceptionally united and, for that, 
we’re extremely grateful. 

“At some clubs they would have 
gone straight to the press, but our 
players have supported the club 
and put their all into playing for 
AFC Totton - as they demonstrated 
against Gosport on Monday.”

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MALONE TO MAKE 
HIS CITY RETURN

DAVE Malone - the financial force 
behind Winchester City’s 2004 FA Vase 
triumph - is on his way back to the 
Denplan City Ground. 

After weeks of uncertainty over the club’s 
financial future, Malone is poised to replace 
current owner Paul McCarthy at the end of 
the season. 

Both Malone and McCarthy have had 
their fair share of detractors during their 
respective reigns at the club and Malone 
was unsure about the response he would 
receive if he decided to go back. 

But, having tested the water in 
Wednesday’s fans’ meeting at Worthies’ 
Sports & Social Club, he believes he can 
make a go of it - albeit on a substantially 
smaller financial scale from his big-spend¬ 
ing days of the early Noughties. 

After leaving Winchester the season fol¬ 
lowing the FA Vase win, Malone spent six 
years as director of Eastleigh and was the 
man who introduced current owners Bridle 
Insurance to the Blue Square Bet South 
club. 

He left the Spitfires in February 2012 stat¬ 
ing: “It is right for me to stand aside and 
allow them (Bridle) to take the club forward 
in the manner they see fit” and has kept a 
low profile ever since. 

But he could not stand idly by when it 
became evident that, without financial 
help, his home town club Winchester could 
go out of existence just like Hampshire 
rivals Andover did two summers ago. 

All the time Malone was at Eastleigh, he 
still considered Winchester to be “my club” 


and the last thing he would have wanted 
was to see it go under. 

But he needed to know that other people 
would be willing to help save the Southern 
One South & West basement club and was 
buoyed by the turnout of between 40 and 50 
people at the fans’ meeting on Wednesday. 

Around 30 of those present pledged money 
towards saving City and that, together with 
Malone’s contribution and that of some 
other backers he has lined up, should help 
clear some of the club’s immediate debt. 

Malone confirmed: “A significant sum 
was raised which will help considerably to 
pay off immediate accounts that are out¬ 
standing. 

“It will ensure the club survives in the 
short-term and gives us breathing space to 
set out a plan for next year. 

“The mood of the meeting was remarkably 
upbeat and demonstrated to me that there 
is a will to keep the club alive. 

“We collected some cash and cheques on 
the night which will help towards the elec¬ 
tricity and water bills. 

“I’d like to think there’s a glimmer of hope 
for the future now.” 

Following further talks with Malone on 
Thursday, McCarthy confirmed: “We had a 
good meeting and we came to an arrange¬ 
ment that Dave will take over at the end of 
the season at the latest, but hopefully 
before. 

“The club’s outstanding debts are going 
to be paid by him and his people and we’ll 
talk about the lease etc. at the end of the 
season. 

“The whole thing has got to be for the 
greater good of the football club, nothing 
else, and there’s no one better qualified 
than Dave to do the job. 

“He’s been around the non-League scene 
and the most important thing is he loves the 
club.”
